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Strain on police resources 


Officers forced to apologise for delays in answering calls 


DORSET Police are battling to keep up with a wave 
of summer calls at a time when force numbers have 
been reduced and many staff are on leave. 

Some calls are now taking several days to get any re¬ 
sponse at all. 

The situation is being made worse by officers being 
switched from area to area as they try and keep pace 
with emergency calls. It is now common for staff from 
Poole or Bournemouth to be called to deal with inci¬ 
dents in the West of the county and staff from Dorch¬ 
ester and Weymouth being switched to the 
conurbation. 

This week the police apologised for the delays in an¬ 
swering calls but claim that emergency calls to the 999 
number are not being affected. 

In a news release the force said: “In the summer, 
Dorset sees an influx of approximately 15 million 
tourists to the county. This puts increased pressure on 
police and other emergency services, which are funded 
based mainly on residential population. 

In addition to the usual seasonal increase, non-emer¬ 
gency calls to the police have also increased consid¬ 
erably this year compared to the same time last year, 
with around 1,500 extra calls now being received each 
week.” 

Jane Jennings, Head of Contact Management said: 
“An unprecedented increase in calls has caused a tem¬ 
porary dip in our non-emergency phone service. I 
apologise for this and reassure the public that we are 
recruiting more staff to improve waiting times and 
callers’ overall experience.” 

Call increases have coincided with the amalgamation 
of the Police Enquiry Centre and the Force Control 
Room to create one Force Command Centre. This new 
centre opened at Dorset Police Headquarters at Win- 
frith in June and the change will save around £1.3 mil¬ 
lion a year, which will help protect frontline local 
policing. 

To meet the extra demand, Dorset Police has been 
recruiting more call handlers to be based at the new 
site. A number of people have already been selected 
and the Force will continue recruiting into this role for 
the next 12 months. 

However, it takes a number of months from a job 
being advertised to applicants being selected and fully 
trained, so delays in answering non-emergency calls

at busy times are expected to continue over the sum¬ 
mer. 

Non-emergency calls to 101 or old police station 
telephone numbers are all routed to the Force Com¬ 
mand Centre, where they are assessed by an operator 
to ensure the most important and urgent calls are an¬ 
swered first. If a call handler is not available immedi¬ 
ately, callers are placed in queues depending on the 
priority of their call. 

Calls to 101 cost 15 pence per call from landlines 
and mobiles, no matter what time of day or how long 


on the phone. Police say that if callers choose to end 
the call and redial, they will be placed back at the start 
of the queue and charged again. 

Jane Jennings continued: “We are encouraging peo¬ 
ple to use our ‘Do It Online’ service for non-emer¬ 
gency issues whenever possible. This includes options 
to make a general enquiry or pass a message to an of¬ 
ficer. It also allows people to request a telephone call¬ 
back while avoiding 101 waiting times. 

“I would also reassure people that our 999 service is 
not affected by these delays and remind them to al¬ 
ways use this number for emergencies. People should 
call 999 when life or property is in immediate danger 


or when they are witnessing a crime that is currently 
taking place.” 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset Police & Crime Commis¬ 
sioner said; “The introduction of the new Force Con¬ 
tact Centre and an unprecedented rise in call demand 
ahead of the busiest time of the year for Dorset Police 
has created a perfect storm. 

“This has led to unacceptable delays and for that I 
apologise on behalf of the Force. I am working hard 
with the Chief Constable to ensure Dorset Police pro¬ 
vides an effective and efficient service to residents 
across the county.” 

To help reduce 101 waiting times, Dorset Police has 
issued the following advice - 

Peak times are between 9am and 1pm, and 4pm and 
7pm, on weekdays. Calling outside these hours for 
general enquiries will reduce your waiting time. 

The Force Command Centre is open 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. To report a non-emergency inci¬ 
dent, please call us as soon as possible, particularly if 
it happens at the weekend, rather than wait to call on 
a weekday. 

Use ‘Do It Online’ from the front page of 
www.dorset.police.uk to access a range of services in¬ 
cluding making a general enquiry, leaving a message 
for an officer or requesting a telephone call-back.

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Residents ask for a parking scheme 


RESIDENTS in Dorchester’s Cromwell Road area are 
asking for a parking scheme. 

Town centre workers and train station users park 
their cars daily in the area - some leaving them for 
two weeks at a time. 

Now residents have had enough and are asking for 
action to help them at least stand a chance of parking 
outside their own homes. 

Town councillors heard at a planning committee that 


the area was considered ‘next in line’ for residents 
parking in September 2013 but at the time it was 
thought that better signs to car parks might solve the 
issue. 

Problems for residents have been made worse re¬ 
cently by a gas main replacement which has led to ad¬ 
ditional traffic headaches. 

Other concerns include lorries trying to unload out¬ 
side the Londis store mid-way down Monmouth Road 
and people parking on double yellow lines close to 


junctions, which stops cars using the gaps to pass each 
other. 

“We all fully support the shop and commuter’s 
rights' to use the station but either there is not enough 
parking for local people or they are not using it, in¬ 
stead parking their cars on Monmouth Road. 

Residents' parking and an allotted area for Londis 
customers would, in my opinion, alleviate some of the 
problem,” said one resident in a letter to the council. 


Plans for new cycle route 


A NEW cycle route could be created between Dorch¬ 
ester’s Castle Park and Manor Park after Druid’s Walk 
was closed to cyclists. 

Dorset County Council has told town councillors that 
it is now considering an alternative route through Min¬ 
erva Close. 

The move comes after complaints that the official di¬ 
version for cyclists to avoid Druid’s Walk would add 
5-10 minutes to the journey time between the two es¬ 
tates, separated by Weymouth Avenue. 

The route is popular with parents and children mak¬ 
ing their way to and from schools on Manor Park and 
school in the western area of the town - including the 
town’s only senior school, Thomas Hardye. 

The ban on cycling in Druid’s Walk was imposed 
after residents and pedestrians who use the route com¬ 
plained about the danger from cyclists. Many of the 
homes in the Walk are occupied by older people. 

Talks will now be held with residents in the area and 
the Dorset Cyclists Network which originally raised 
the issue. A resolution is not expected until the autumn.

AN eco-friendly solution 
is being tried to improve 
the acoustics at Dorch¬ 
ester Arts Centre. 

The building’s smaller 
hall will be fitted with 
‘acoustic clouds’, made 
from wool and other ma¬ 
terials, hung from the 
ceiling. 

Artistic director, Mark 
Tattersall says, “The 
smaller of our two halls is 
a great space but the 
acoustics have always 
been a problem. These 
eco-friendly acoustic 
clouds will make such a 
difference, not only for 
Dorchester Arts events 
and smaller perform¬ 
ances , but also for other 
groups who want to hire 
the hall. We recently had 
to turn down a booking 
from a stroke rehabilita- 
tiongroup because they 
would have had trouble 
hearing each other in the 
room.” 

In order to fill the studio 
space effectively Dorch¬ 
ester Arts is looking to 
raise enough funds to 
buy 11 or more acoustic 
clouds. 

West Dorset County 
Council has granted £700 


towards the appeal and 
Dorchester Youth Theatre 
and Sculpture by the 
Lakes have already come 
forward to sponsor two 
clouds. 

Dorchester Arts inviting 
more individuals, local 
companies and commu¬ 
nity groups to donate. 


Sponsors can either pay 
for a whole cloud or local 
groups or individuals can 
join forces to pay for one 
or more together. 

All sponsors names will 
be embroidered directly 
onto the clouds as a mark 
of thanks from all at 
Dorchester Arts.

District councillors 
may be reduced to six 

THE number ofWest Dorset District councillors could 
be cut by six - according to recommendations pub¬ 
lished by the Boundary Commission. 

It recommends that West Dorset should be repre¬ 
sented by 42 councillors in the future in ten single¬ 
member wards, ten two-member wards and four 
three-member wards. 

Max Caller, chairman of the commission, said: "We 
are extremely grateful to the people of West Dorset 
who took the time and effort to send us their views. 
The commission considered every piece of evidence 
it received before finalising these recommendations. 

"Across the district, we have sought to balance the 
views expressed to us by local people with the criteria 
we must apply when we are deciding on new elec¬ 
toral arrangements. As such, we believe these recom¬ 
mendations deliver electoral equality for voters as 
well as reflecting the identities of communities across 
the district." 

The commission now propose that the parishes of 
Chetnole and Stockwood should be part of the Yet- 
minsterand Cam Vale ward and not the Frome Valley 
ward as previously proposed. 

In Dorchester minor changes will be made to ward 
boundaries to provide stronger and more identifiable 
areas. 

A draft order, which will need to be approved by 
Parliament, provides for the new electoral arrange¬ 
ments to come into force at the council elections in 
2015.

Stepping back in time to 
remember World War One

VISITORS to Dorchester Corn Exchange 
stepped back in time on Friday for a day¬ 
long event to mark the 100th anniversary 
of the start of the First World War. 

Displays with old photos and information 
about the part the county played were pop¬ 
ular - with many visitors surprised to dis¬ 
cover that the county town once had a 
prisoner of war camp which, at its peak in 
March 1919, was occupied by more than 
4,400 Germans. 

Many of those who willingly signed up 
carried out their initial training at the Bar¬ 
racks, behind what is now the Keep Mili¬ 
tary Museum, but the exhibition also 
looked at the role of Quakers and other 
whose principles did not allow them to 
fight, but often found themselves in more 
danger working as front-line medics. 

In all over 4,500 from Dorset lost their 
lives in the war with others returning badly 
injured, or affected in other ways. 

The free event was organised by a con¬ 
sortium of partners including Dorchester 
Town Council, Dorset Youth Association, 
Dorset County Museum, The Keep Mili¬ 
tary Museum, a local historian and Dorch¬ 
ester Rotary Club. Any money raised will 
go to The Rifles “Care for Casualties” ap¬ 
peal. 

The Mayor, Peter Mann, opened the 
event followed by the Dorset Youth Asso¬ 
ciation officially launching their ‘Walking 
in their Shoes’ First World War Interactive 
History trail funded by a grant of £28,200 
from the Heritage Fottery Fund, using a 
mobile phone app’. 

One of the town council organisers, Cllr 
Molly Rennie, said: “The important role 
that Dorchester played in the war isn’t re¬ 
alised. Soldiers had a huge sense of pride 
in going... 

“Youngsters who face conflict now have 
had preparation including learning more 
about the history of the country but with 
World War One they only had basic training.” 


Amongst those to come along to the 
event was Thelma Wills who brought along 
the medals won by her father, Bertie 
House, who served as a stoker in the Royal 
Navy, including a spell on HMS Invinci¬ 
ble. 

“Fuckily he came back unharmed but he 
never really said much about what he did,” 
said Mrs Wills. 

Talks throughout the day by local histo¬ 
rian Brian Bates and curator at the Keep 
Military Museum, Chris Copson, provided 
much of the ‘back story’ about Dorch¬ 
ester’s role in the war and that of the Dorset 
soldiers. 

“It was one of the most important events 
in history,” said Mr Copson. 

“The Dorset regiment made a massive 
contribution to World War One and the 
danger that they experienced can be forgot¬ 
ten or misunderstood.” 

“If what we are doing gives people a 
more accurate idea of what the war was 
like, that’s very important,” says Chris. 

Briand Bates, local historian, who spoke 
several times during the day said he was 
delighted by the number of people who 
came along to find out more: “There is a 
real interest and people are keen to find out 
what it was like for family members at the 
time.” 

During the day visitors were able to dress 
up in Tommy Uniform, listen to a perform¬ 
ance of World War One songs by local per¬ 
former Jane McKell and try some rationed 
WWl stew and cake. 

Mrs Pat Bailey was in charge of the stew, 
made from modern ingredients and to a 
better quality than the soldiers would have 
had. 

“Of course they mostly ate it cold. By the 
time it got from the kitchen to the trenches 
it wouldn’t have been very nice, but it was 
often all they had,” she said. 

Amongst those to try it on the day were 
Jack Welsh and Douglas Barrett, both who 
had dressed in First World War uniforms. 

“It’s very nice,” said Jack, politely when 
asked, “but I’m eating in in the warmth of 
the Corn Exchange. I don’t imagine it

would have been so good 
on the front line.” 

Other attractions includ¬ 
ing a craft corner for 
youngsters, a performance 
by the Durnovaria Silver 
Band and a sing-a-long of 
wartime songs led by local 
actress and performer Jane 
McKell who came dressed 
in a nurse’s uniform. 
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Culture from around the world comes to town

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Exhibition explores new and 
old photography techniques 


D orset independent Photogra¬ 
phers are combining the best in 
traditional darkroom skills with 
the latest in digital technology for their 
annual exhibition. 

The show opens in Dorchester’s Bor¬ 
ough Gardens House for a week from this 
Monday, August 18th. 

This year’s show includes images from 
as far afield as Greece and as close to 
home as a local Dorset garden, taken on 
everything from a plate camera to a smart 
phone. 

Sponsored by Nantes Solicitors the ex¬ 
hibition features original prints by eight 
members of the group who will be show¬ 
ing subjects ranging from landscape and 
abstract to still life and documentary, both 
in colour and monochrome. The group has 
been staging exhibitions and meeting in¬ 
formally to discuss work since the 1980s. 

Dorchester-based Tim Edwards is a 
founder member of the group. Eor more 
than 25 years he used his keen eye for de¬ 
tail and passion for fine black and white 
prints to produce images from large for¬ 
mat cameras. 

When health problems forced him to 
give up darkroom work, he brought the 
same passion to his digital colour work, 
responding to the rich colours and patterns 
of decaying urban structures to produce 
his trademark abstract photographs. 

With his monochrome landscapes pro¬ 
duced in the darkroom using negatives 


from medium and large format cameras, 
Malcolm Macnaughtan’s focus remains on 
traditional photographic craft, his recent 
decision to work part-time giving him 
more freedom to explore picture possibil¬ 
ities close to his Dorchester home. 

In contrast, Barbara Jenkins is exploring 
the creative possibilities of her smart 
phone to pursue her love of the landscape 
and watery imagery. 

Margaret Homan-Berry, who was 
awarded an ARPS in 2012 for her flower 
images, is this year showing a selection of 
photographs from her long-term project to 
chart the transformation of Dorchester’s 
Eldridge Pope Brewery site and a selection 
of flower images. 

Andy White explores the beautiful old 
houses of Halki, a Greek island close to 
Rhodes where in the early part of the last 
century many of the occupants were 
forced to leave, due to hardship, and made 
new lives in Australia and USA. 

Their houses were locked when they de¬ 
parted with the hope that one day they 
would return. Many descendants have re¬ 
turned and restored their houses but many 
of the neo classical dwellings still stand in 
varying degrees of dilapidation. 

Judith Jones is a fine art photographer 
whose interests include social and philo¬ 
sophical studies of urban life. These are 
expressed within her street photography 
and urban projects. Within the genre of 
“concrete photography” Judith also enjoys 
producing abstract images. This camera¬ 


less technique reveals ambiguous images 
with multiple interpretations. 

Judith has exhibited widely and during 
2014 her work has been exhibited in group 
shows internationally. She also had work 
accepted in this year’s Royal Academy 
Summer Exhibition in London. 

John Tilsley continues to divide his time 
between producing both monochrome and 
colour digital images with extended proj¬ 
ects on the New Eorest Pony Sales and 
Swanage Railway, along with landscapes 
taken this year in Einland and Spain.

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County recognised for work 
in combating malnutrition 


DORSET has been recognised for the pioneering 
work between health and social care to combat mal¬ 
nutrition. 

Sue Hawkins, care catering services manager at 
Dorset County Council was named as one of the top 
50 people by the Local Government Chronicle (LGC) 
and Health Service Journal (HSJ) for her work to 
combat malnutrition. 

The Care Integration 50 Award was set up to cele¬ 
brate the 50 most influential people involved in the 
integration of health and social care services and iden¬ 
tify the people who are doing the most to overcome 
historical organisational barriers to create a new care 
system. 

A panel of judges assessed candidates on a number 
of criteria. A key factor was how innovative their ap¬ 
proach to health and social care integration had been, 
and if the work had improved services for people who 
rely on them. 

The winners were also judged on the effectiveness 
of their leadership and whether their work had 
achieved a positive impact on services in their local 
economy. 

Sue Hawkins was praised for her commitment to 
create strong links between the NHS, Public Health 
and the wider community to introduce the malnutri¬ 
tion universal screening tool into community settings. 

The screening tool allows either health or social care 
staff to take action if a person is malnourished. 

Catherine Driscoll, director for adult and community 
services at Dorset County Council, said: “Malnutri¬ 
tion in older people is a much more common problem 
than many realise, and with our aging population, will 
only continue unless we take action. 

“Nutrition is important at all stages in life and it is 
everybody’s responsibility, from neighbours, councils

and the NHS, to recognise the problem and look at 
simple steps that can help. 

“We have been working hard in Dorset to promote 
nutritional care, and the endorsement from the LGC 
and HSJ for our work is an honour. We hope this 
means that more people will see and benefit from the 
work we have done.”

The meeting was given a 
storm impact report by 
Grant Armfield highlight¬ 
ing Weymouth and Port¬ 
land’s efforts with partner 


council West Dorset and 
various contractors to 
tackle the severe and pro¬ 
longed period of storms. 

Mr Armfield said “the 
plan worked and I think 
we should stick to that”, 
adding that extreme 
weather and events were 
likely to bee more fre¬ 
quent. 

Environment director 
David Evans said it was “a 


very good example of our 
partnership with West 
Dorset” with engineers 
and emergency planning 
teams coming to the fore 
and a good relationship 
with the Environment 
Agency. 

Chairman Councillor 
Mike Byatt said the opera¬ 
tion to deal with the 
storms and their aftermath 
was “a big success story”.

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Ten Ways To Enjoy Hassle-Free Holiday Car Hire 


WITH the summer holidays now in full swing, the 
British Vehicle Rental and Leasing Association 
(BVRLA) has created a list of the ten things travellers 
can do to have a smooth car rental experience. 

"Whether you're heading abroad to the Italian 
lakes or going on a staycation to one of Britain's 
beaches, a hire car is the ideal way to have an en¬ 
joyable holiday this summer," said BVRLA Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Gerry Keaney. 

"Car rental is more flexible than public transport 
and far more cost-effective than taking taxis every¬ 
where, so it gives millions of tourists the freedom to 
explore their destination in comfort and at their 
own pace. 

"There are more than 10 million car rental trans¬ 
actions every year, and the vast majority are without 
complaint due to high standards of customer serv¬ 
ice. However, both customers and car rental staff 
can make mistakes during this busy time of the year, 
so we've put together a list of the top ten ways to 
enjoy hassle-free car hire." 

1: Beware of bogus car rental companies. It's all 
too easy to be hoodwinked by a bogus company 
offering very low prices and nationwide availability, 
even for last minute bookings. So remember - if it 
looks or sounds too good to be true, it probably is. 
2: Use a BVRLA member. Seeing the BVRLA logo 
on the website or in the branch when you're book¬ 
ing is a sign that you are dealing with a reputable 
company that has been vetted and operates to a 
professional code of conduct. Using a member also 
means you can use our conciliation service in the 
unlikely event of any dispute. You can find BVRLA 
members near you by using our website: 
www.carhire.bvrla.co.uk 

3: Do your homework. If you're relying on a price 
comparison or aggregator site when getting 
quotes, pay close attention to what is and isn't in¬ 


cluded in the price. Many only give you a basic 
drive-away cost that may not include your specific 
requirements for things like additional drivers, child 
seats or sat-navs. Plus, some rental companies 
charge extra if you can't return the vehicle to the 
same location or are leaving the country. 

4: Read the paperwork. Make sure you read and 
understand the terms and conditions of your con¬ 
tract with the rental company. Ask for a copy prior 
to your rental, so that you can read it in your own 
time rather than when you've just arrived at your 
destination. This ensures you have plenty of time to 
read it through, and means you can call the rental 
company to discuss any questions you may have. 
5: Understand the insurance excess and waivers. 
People take different approaches to risk, and often 
change their mind, so rental companies offer a va¬ 
riety of products to help consumers reduce their li¬ 
ability in the event of an accident or incident. With 
this in mind, it's vital to check if there are any exclu¬ 
sions to your loss/damage waiver or your insurance. 
In many cases, windscreens, tyres and roof damage 
are not covered. It's also worth thinking ahead 
about what sort of cover you want. Whatever you 
do, don't leave your decision until you arrive at your 
destination. 

6: Find a fuelling option that suits you. Your car 
rental quote will not include fuel. Most companies 
will give you the option of buying a tank of fuel from 
them and returning the car empty or returning it 
with a full tank. Remember what you agreed to, oth¬ 
erwise you could end up gifting the rental company 
a free tank of fuel or paying an extra charge to have 
the tank re-filled. 

7; Tell the rental firm how you plan to use the ve¬ 
hicle. Make sure that you tell the rental company if 
you're going to take the vehicle abroad - some 
companies won't let you take rental cars into certain 


countries. You'll also need relevant documentation, 
such as a VE103B certificate and proof that you're 
insured to drive the vehicle in that country. It's al¬ 
ways worth doing your research on local traffic reg¬ 
ulations, restricted zones (e.g.: London Congestion 
Zone) or tolls (e.g.: Dartford Tunnel). Your rental 
company will be happy to advise you if you ask. 

8: Arrive prepared. Remember to turn up at the 
rental desk with the credit card you used to make 
your booking and both parts of your driving licence 
- the paper counterpart and the photocard. Ensure 
you have thought about whether you are prepared 
to pay for any extra cover or an upgrade, and take a 
copy of your rental confirmation and terms and 
conditions so you know what you have already 
agreed or paid for. 

9: Check the vehicle over before you drive away. 

Do a thorough inspection, inside and out, walking 
all the way around the vehicle. Note every single 
chip, dent and scratch. Pay particular attention to 
the wheels, windscreen and lights, which are com¬ 
mon damage areas. Don't sign any paperwork until 
you have read it through and are happy with it. Be¬ 
fore you drive the hire vehicle away, familiarise your¬ 
self with all of its controls - lights, windscreen wipers 
etc. 

10: Don't Just drop and dash. When returning your 
vehicle, allow plenty of time so you can check over 
the vehicle's condition with a rental agent present. 
This is particularly important if you're returning a car 
to a busy rental site, such as an airport. It's always 
best to return the vehicle during opening hours so 
that someone can check it over with you and sign 
the condition report. If you return a vehicle outside 
these hours, you're liable for any damage that oc¬ 
curs between the drop-off and the inspection. If this 
situation can't be avoided, take pictures of the car 
to prove the condition you left it in. 


Ford Reveals That One in Three 
Young Brits Have Taken a 
'Selfie'While Driving 


FORD research for its acclaimed Driving Skills 
for Life programme has revealed that young 
Brit drivers are the most likely to take a 'selfie' 
while at the wheel. 

According to the survey, British drivers 
were the most likely to photograph them¬ 
selves (a 'selfie') while on the move (33 per 
cent), ahead of counterparts in Germany (28 
per cent), France (28 per cent), Romania (27 
per cent), Italy (26 per cent), Spain (18 per 
cent), and Belgium (17 per cent). 

The survey of 7,000 smartphone users aged 
18-24 from across Europe also showed one in 
four people had used social media sites be¬ 
hind the wheel; and that young male drivers 
were the most likely to ignore the risks. 
Nearly all drivers surveyed agreed the activi¬ 
ties were dangerous. 

Ford has found that snapping a 'selfie' at the 
wheel could distract a driver for Msec, and 
checking social media distracts for as much 
as 20sec - long enough, at 60mph, to travel 
the length of five football pitches. 

Kevin Clinton, head of road safety at the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents 
(RoSPA), said: "Ford's survey is very disturbing 
and is another example of how using new 
technology, such as smartphones, inappro¬ 
priately can create serious risks to people's 
lives.Taking a selfie while driving will signifi¬ 
cantly distract the driver, reducing their 
awareness of what is happening on the road 
around them and slowing their reactions. In 
2012, 71 people were killed and almost 500 
seriously injured in crashes involving in-vehi- 


cle distractions." 

Car crashes are the leading cause of death 
for young drivers and Ford last year intro¬ 
duced to Europe the award-winning Ford 
Driving Skills for Life programme to provide 
hands-on training to more than 5,000 18-24- 
year-olds and online training for thousands 
more. 

The company is now expanding its free 
Ford Driving Skills for Life programme across 
the UK (https://forddsfl.co.uk) to include Glas¬ 
gow, home to the 2014 Commonwealth 
Games, on September 18-20, followed by 
Gaydon, Warwickshire, October 4-5 and 
Chobham, Surrey, October 7-9. The updated 
training programme will highlight the dan¬ 
gers of taking a "selfie" and other smartphone 
and social media activities behind the wheel. 

"Taking a'selfie'has for many young people 
quickly become an integral part of everyday 
life - but it's the last thing you should be 
doing behind the wheel of a car," said Jim 
Graham, Ford Driving Skills for Life manager. 
"It is deeply worrying that so many young 
drivers admit to taking a photo while driving 
and we will be doing all we can to highlight 
the potential dangers through driver educa¬ 
tion." 

Ford Driving Skills for Life was launched in 
the US 10 years ago and has provided hands- 
on training to more than 100,000 young driv¬ 
ers around the world. So far in Europe, the 
programme has been rolled out in the UK, 
Germany, France, Romania, Italy, Spain and 
Belgium.
